Mr. Chairman  &  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the 
REPORT  on  the  HEALTH  and  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  and  HOUSING  con¬ 


ditions  of  your  District  for  the  year  1940. 


The  POPULATION  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  4715* 
an  increase  of  893  over  the  estimate  for  1959 • 

The  BIRTH  RATE  of  7° 6  adjusted  for  inward  and  outward  trans¬ 
fers,  shows  a  decrease  of  5»22  per  1000  resident  population,  com¬ 
pared  with  1939 •  The  birth  rate  for  England  &  Wales  is  14.6  for 
1940,  a  decrease  of  0.4  from  1959 » 

The  DEATH  RATE  of  18.00  per  1000  resident  population  adjusted 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers  is  4.2  per  1000  greater  than 
last  year.  The  Death  rate  for  England  &  Wales  is  14.3  per  1000, 
an  increase  of  2.2  over  1939° 


INFANT  MORTALITY.  In  this  year,  three  infants  under  one  year 
died  from  various  causes,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  77 
per  1000  live  births.  Yet,  we  are  able  to  record  that  for  the  fifth 
year  in  succession,  no  Mother  died  in  or  as  the  result  of  child¬ 
birth,  and  that  this  year,  no  deaths  resulted  from  epidemic 
infectious  disease. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.  Six  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified.  Four  of  these  were  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  rate  of  in¬ 
cidence  was  that  a  little  over  one  person  out  of  every  1000 
contracted  some  form  of  notifiable  infectious  disease.  One  un¬ 
immunised  boy  developed  Diphtheria. 

Although  there  were  no  bombing  incidents,  the  First  Aid 
Post  Service  worked  smoothly  and  very  efficiently  when  required 
for  accidents  at  sea  etc. 


I  heartily  thank  the  Council  for  their  wholehearted  co¬ 
operation  and  the  A. R.P. Sub-Controller  for  his  ever  willing 
and  never  ending  help.

BIRTH  RATES c  The  number  of  live  births  registered  viz,  5 6  is  less 
than  last  year,  but  the  number  of  deaths (85)  is  much  greater* (57  in 
1959) •  This  considerable  variation  in  the  birth  and  death  rates 
since  last  year (1959)  can  only  be  due  to  the  alterations  in  age 
groups  in  the  present  population,  due  to  the  number  of  people  of 
older  ages  who  have  evacuated  from  Hull  during  the  War*  The  birth 
rate  for  the  whole  of  England  &  Wales  is  14*6  and  the  death  rate 
l8  per  1000  population.

Deaths  among  Children  under  one  year.  This  year,,  three  children  died, 
giving  the  high  rate  of  77  deatxhs  per  1000  live  births.  Owing  to  the 
small  number  of  births,  the  rate  is  apt  to  fluctuate  considerably, 
as  one  death  increases  the  rate  by  26.  The  average  infantile  mor¬ 
tality  rate  lies  between  50  and  60. 

Prevalence  and  control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases  under  the 
Notification  Acts.  The  principle  facts  to  note  are  that  there  were 
no  deaths  from  Epidemic  or  Summer  Diarrhoea,  and  that  excluding 
Tuberculosis,  only  five  infectious  cases  were  notified  during  the 
year.  No  cases  of  Ophthalmic  Neonatoriam  were  notified. 

Isolation  Hospital  and  Ambulance  facilities.  There  have  been  no 
major  changes  in  the  previous  arrangements. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  During  1940,  twelve  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  -  5  Male  Pulmonary,  4  Female  Pulmonary,  no  Male  Non-Pul - 
monary  and  5  Female  I\lon-Pulmonary,  as  compared  with  four  new  cases 
last  year.  There  were  four  deaths  -  2  Male  Pulmonary,  1  Female  Pul¬ 
monary  and  1  Female  Ncn-Pulmonary .  Of  these  notifications,  many 
were  temporary  residents. 

The  total  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  was  0.84  per  1000  population, 
and  4*5  of  all  deaths  was  due  to  Tuberculosis  in  some  form.
